Wrap-up of Last Week

-Storm sewer structures were installed on 1st Avenue East

-Electrical ducts between Lake Ave — 1st Avenue East were installed.

-Asbestos removal from the steam pipes is complete between Lake Ave — 3rd Avenue East. Additional removal will begin again
in July.

-The watermain between 2nd and 3rd Avenue East was set into place.
